We bad been slandered with 
the charge of disloyalty, and with the 
statement that, were it not for the 
presence of troops in Camp Douglas, 
the laws and Constitution of our coun- 
— would not be respected by us. Our 
whole history gave the lie to such a 
charge. But this lie and all others 
against us we had to live down by 
pursuing the path that God had 
marked out, by being upright and 
honest and truthful, and living the 
religion that we had received, until 
the world would be tired of listening 
to the misrepresentations and false- 
hood so freely circulated about us. 
From the experience of the past few 
years, we were certainly prepared to 
appreciate the blessing of a just jadge 
sitting on our bench. And when the 
time came, and most assuredly it 
would, when power would fall into our 
own hands, he hoped it would be 
wielded in righteousness and justice 
be done, not only towards each other 
asa people, but towards all men, of 
whatever creed, that might happen to 
be among us. He felt to acknowledge 
the hand of God in keeping us ina 
state of vassalage as a Territory, 
rather than permitting us to become a 
State government. Our very insigni- 
ficance seemed to have been a preserva- 
tive against greater evils than we had 
hitherto been subjected to, citing the 
recent difficulties in Louisiana. He 
had ceased to have any anxiety about 
Utah becoming a State in the Union, 
but felt to leave that entirely in the 
hands of a wise and overruling Provi- 
dence. Many efforts had been made 
to bring us under mili law, by 
introducing petty — measures 
with a view of evoking resentment by 
the people, to give a plausible pretext 
for placing us under despotic and 
military power. These repeated acts 
of aggression would stand out as a 
marvel in history—that a people could 
be found who would submit tamely 
under such circumstances. He ex- 
ted to see the day when the Latter - 
y Saints would have to stand forth 
and defend the Constitution of ert 
country. He had repeatedly told 
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gentlemen that such would be the case, 
he had also quoted the prophecy of 
Joseph Smith, of civil wars, &., that 
would soon devastate the country. 
He then spoke of our healthy financial 
condition, compared with that of 
almost every other State and Terri- 
tory inthe Union. We were the most 
lightly-taxed people of any he was 
aware of. Let us continue to be 
he was in favor of light taxation. 
This was one reason why he was 
opposed to free schools. A new set of 
officers would be required to handle 
the public funds, and there would be 
new temptations for manipulating 
them to their own advantage. He 
then warned the young against the 
vices of drinking, smoking and pro- 
fanity, but recommended them to be 
true to the principles of their religion, 
and have mo courage enough to 
stand out in a virtuous example against 
the tide of evil practices around us, 
though they be ever so popular.

Elder Wilford Woodruff said we had 
all learned by experience that we 
needed the Spirit of the Lord to help 
us in our public duties. If ever there 
was a dispensation since the in- 
ning of the world, that needed the 
— of inspiration, now was the time. 
e were living and were now eng 
in the last dispensation, and needed 
the assistance of Prophets and Apos- 
tles. Where were the great nations 
and — verlike Baby- 
mighty grandeur and power like — 
lon, Tyre, Sidon, eta. Not only had 
those cities been swept from the 
but many others, all of whom 
been the subjects of prophecy in their 
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turn by the humble servants and Pro- 
phets of God, which ne ergs had 
received a literal fulfillment in the 
entire destruction of those cities, ac- 
cording to the word of the Lord. 
The Bible or stick of Judah contained 
records of many of those mighty na- 
tions that had been preserved. So 
with the Jaredites, Nephites and 
Lamanites, and their cities and tem- 
ples, people who once dwelt on this 
continent. The only complete record 
now in existence in reference to them 
is the Book of Mormon, or stick of 
Ephraim, brought forth by the spirit 

revelation. All the prophecies con- 
tained in the Bible and Book of Mor- 
mon, that had received a literal ful- 
fillment, were a sure and certain 
guarantee that others that pertained 
to this last dispensation would also 
be literally fulfilled in their time and 
season. Not one jot or tittle of the 
word of God would fail. God had 
decreed by Prophets, in the Book of 
Mormon, that no nation should be 
permitted to continue on this conti- 
nent and prosper uniess they kept 
his commandments, but when the cup 
of their iniquity was full they should 
be {utterly cut off and be destroyed. 
This continent was now occupied by a 
Gentile people, who had slain the 
Prophet Joseph and his brother Hy- 
rum, cast the Saints from their midst, 
and been persecuting them ever since 
their organization; and unless they 
repented and humbled themselves be- 
fore God and embraced the Gospel, no 
power on the face of the earth could 
prevent the judgment of God being 
executed according to the prophecies 
of the servants of God. No previous 
dispensation was ever fraught with so 
many prophecies as this in which we 
lived. No man could indulge in fight- 
ing against God and his servants, 
without being cursed by the Almighty. 
There was no judge, President or ruler 
that ever measured arms with the 
Prophet Joseph Smith or Brigham 
Young, but had withered under the 
displeasure of God, and so it would 
continue to be. Woe be unto those 
who fought against Zion. 

He then reviewed the labors of the 
present Apostles and Elders who start- 
ed out without purse and scrip, and 
exposed to huuger and cold, traveling 


thousands of miles from State to State 
on foot. 

He then exhorted the Saints to 
faithfulness, as this was not a time for 
trifling away our time, neglecting our 
prayers, and other duties that God 
required us to diligently observe. In 
a short time the parents of the present 
generation among us would be with 
Joseph and Hyrum, behind the veil, 
as a mighty work awaited them there. 
Then the responsibility of this great 
work would rest upon the shoulders of 
our young people ; hence, he said unto 
them, prepare yourselves for this 
labor. 

He then spoke of the value of keep- 
ing a record of the dealings of God 
among us asa people. God had inspired 


him to keep a record since he became . 


a member of the Church, and he 
earnestly urged upon the young men 
to do the same. Babylon would be 
swept away, her libraries would be 
burned up, and what records were 
kept by the servants of God would be 
invaluable in the future for genera- 
tions to come to read and trace the 
work of God as it daily transpired. 

He strongly recommended the El- 
ders to cease spending their means in 
smoking and drinking, and other evil 
practices, and have it devoted in edu- 
cating the children, and we would hear 
nothing said about a five cent tax to 
sustain free schools. 


Elder Lorenzo Snow said that what 


had been accomplished by the preach- 
ing of the Gospel, the establishment 
of a Territory, the emigration of thou- 
sands from the midst of poverty, and 
bringing them into a free country, 
where they had made fer themselves 
cumfortable homes, and a thousand 
other things, we attributed to the 
wisdom, power and blessing of God, 
We had never relinquished one prin- 
ciple of truth that God had revealed 
for our salvation, with the view of 
keeping off the frowns and persecu- 
tions of the world, or securing their 
favors. It is true we gave up our 
Temples, our houses and possessions 
for the time being, but we fully be- 
lieved we should return again in some 
future time and retake possession of 
those things, and accomplish what 
God designed us to bring about in 
those sections of country. We be- 
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lieved in celestial marriage. Joseph 
Smith told him personally, between 
twenty and thirty years ago, that 
holy beings revealed that principle to 
him, giving him much instruction per- 
taining thereunto, and commanding 
him to practice it and make it known 
to the Church. He believed as strongly 
in that principle to-day as he did when 
Joseph first revealed it, and he could 
not compromise it under any circum- 
stances. We asa people had received 
a knowledge from God of the truth of 
this work, and had been sustained and 
backed up by a great amount of cir- 
cumstantial evidence, such as the heal- 
ing of the sick, and many other mani- 
festations of the power of God. There- 
fore, from the nature and character of 
the everlasting Gospel, and the bright 

and sure hopes of eternal life, we were 
prepared to endure whatever might 
ie before us.

MORMON PROBLEM. 


— — 


Salt Lake City, Utah, 
March 2, 1875. 


The number of persons who embrace 
the Mormon faith in this Territory is 
said to be about one hundred thou- 
sand. The people of Northern Ohio 
understand the early history of this 
sect who call themselves The Church 
of Jesus Christ of Latter-day Saints,” 
who first established themselves in 
Kirtland, in Lake County. Their 
removal to Jackson County, Missouri, 
and to Nauvoo, Illinois, and from 
thence in 1847 to Salt Lake Valley, 
Utah, which was then Mexican Terri- 
tory, is well known to all who keep 
an eye open to public events. It has 
been and is a mysterious problem to 
many, why it is that such a number of 
persons in thie age could be induced 
to embrace the peculiar faith of this 
sect and adopt it as their only rule of 
faith and practice : 

I have taken some pains to ascertain 
precisely what is the religious faith of 
the Mormons, and I will state it as I 
understand it from their ablest teach- 
ers. I have listened to some of their 
preachers * * * They have 
men of education and culture, and 
among them is Elder Orson Pratt, who 
is capable of stating the Mormon faith 
so that an uninspired Gentile can un- 
derstand it. * 

The discourses of Elder Pratt were 
listened to by large congregations, who 
manifested great interest and atten- 
tion, and from their countenances and 
the response of a hearty amen at the 
close, 2 should judge they were im- 
plicitly believed. In fact I have no 
doubt but that a majority of the Mor- 
mons are sincere in their belief, and 
this fact should not be ignored in the 
treatment of the Mormon question. 

The Government at Washington has 
had and will in the future have much 
difficulty and perplexity in settling 


the Mormon question to the satisfac- 
tion of either Mormons or Gentil 
and these grow out mainly of the ques- 
tion of polygamy. The Mormon 
population constitute a large majority 
of the voting population of Utah, and 
can send a polygamist as delegate if 
— to represent the Territory 
in Congress. They have already done 
so, in the present delegate Cannon. 
Shall he be permitted to occupy a seat, 
when, according to the non-Mormon 
theory, he is guilty of a felony by vio- 
lating a law of Congress! This is a 
question for the House of Represen- 
tatives to decide, and which it seems. 
to hesitate about deciding either way. 

Up to the time of the discovery of 
valuable silver mines in Utah, which 
has only been about three years, the 
Mormons have had almost the excle- 
sive political control of the Territory. 
The mines have attracted and are now 
attracting a large number of persons 
from the East and the West, into the 
Territory, called Gentiles by the Mor- 
mons, and in one of the mining dis- 
tricts they constitute a majority of the 
voting population. They begin to 
contest with the Mormons their 
to control the Territory, and this 
ripened into an extremely bitter feel- 
ing between the Mormon and mom 
Mormon people, in which party ties, 
Democrat and Republican, are com- 
pletely ignored. Opposition to Mor- 
mon rule is called Liberalism. Un- 
less these elements of opposition can 
be harmonized somewhat they threaten 
to retard the business interests and 
commercial thrift of the Territory. 

Brigham Young has shown great 
ability as an organizer, and in keepi 
the Church of which he is the head 
united, in all movements relating to 
the supremacy of Mormon rule, poli- 
tical and ecclesiastical. 

The Mormon interest is represented 
by the daily Herald and daily Evening 
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News. * The is extremely 
severe on the Mormon Priesthood, 
ridicules the Mormon faith, and the 
tenor of its policy is that a Mormon 
has no rights which a Gentile is bound 
to respect. * 

The religious faith of the Mormons 
is not to be ridiculed or persecuted out 
of them. Time, intelligence, (!) and 
the influx into the Territory of a Gen- 
tile population will change the reli- 
gious and political status of the Terri- 
tory. (Never, Ed.) * * Let alone 
law-abiding Latter-day Saints, respect 
their rights as citizens, and allow them 
to enjoy their religion. 

The jealous and bitter feeling be- 
tween the Mormon and non-Mormon 

ople, or at least a portion of them, 
— cropped out since the ys 
of a new Governor, Hon. S. B. Axtell, 
formerly a citizen of Ohio, and whose 
family now reside in Summit County. 
The Salt Lake —— has commenced a 
bitter personal attack upon him, in 
substance charging him with selling 
out for a consideration to the Mormon 
Priesthood. I cannot see at this time 
any justice in this attack, or any foun- 
dation for the charge. One ground 
for the charge is the issuing of a cer- 
tificate of election to the Mormon 
delegate to Congress, G. Q. Cannon, 
claiming he is not entitled to a seat 
because he is a polygamist, and that 
he is not a citizen of the United States. 
These relate to his qualifications as a 
delegate, with which the Governor, by 
the Constitution of the United States 
and the organic law of the Territory, 
has nothing to do. The law of Con- 
— entitled, Au act to establish 

erritorial Government for Utah,“ 
among other things provides, That 
the person (delegate) having the high- 
est number of votes shall be declared 
by the Governor to be duly elected, 
and a certificate thereof shall be given 
him accordingly.” The Governor has 
no authority to go behind the official 
returns — inquire into the legality 
of the election or of the voters or of 
the qualifications of the person who 
is shown by the official returns to have 
received the greatest number of votes. 
The Constitution of the United States 
provides that each House shall be the 
Judge of the elections, returns and 
qualifications of its oon members. 
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The duty of the Governor in the pre- 
mises is so clear, that the wayfaring 
man though not wise, but otherwise, 
need not err therein. 

Another ground of this personal 
attack upon the Governor is that he 
boards at a Mormon hotel, and that 
he associates with Mormons, speaks 
to them and treats them civilly. The 
Townsend house, where the Governor 
boards, is owned by a Mormon. A 
majority of its guests are not Mor- 
mons. They are its guests because it 
is a quiet, well-kept house in a good 
location, and provides reasonably well 
for their wants, for a consideration. 
As the Mormons constitute a large 
majority of the Territory and every 
member of the legislature just elec- 
ted, save one, is a Mormon, the Gov- 
ernor must have friendly, social and 
political relations with Mormons, or he 
can accomplish little for the interest 
of the Territory and its people. Tole- 
ration is what is needed in the Terri- 
tory. But oil and water cannot be 
made to unite very well. They may 
occupy the same vessel till one or the 
other evaporates. The logic of events 
will settle without ridicule or persecu- 
tion the Mormon question, if hot 
heads will give it » chance, 

The Governor is a gentleman of 
culture and of large public experience 
and I believe intends to use his official 
influence for the best interests of the 
Territory. I believe this is the opin- 
ion of the most intelligent and liberal 
of the people who are not Mormons. 

There is much in Utah to invite 
settlement and capital. It has a 
healthy and delightful climate, sum- 
mer and winter. ‘The thermometer 
in winter is seldom below 10 degrees 
above zero. Its mines, which are 
only partially developed, will equal if 
not excel those of any State or Terri- 
tory. With irrigation its soil is pro- 
ductive, producing most of the cereals 
and a great variety of fruits in abun- 
dance. Agriculture is mostly carried 
on by the Mormons, and I will allow 
them to speak of Utah’s agricultural 
prospects, selecting a motto, from a 
general Sunday School celebration at 
the Tabernacle, ‘‘ Utah’s best crop— 
children.”

events, works and words, is reliable. The reader is always safe in quoting his 
statements. 


A journalist occupies an important position in modern society. He fills the 
world with newspapers, periodicals and magazines. The press is become a 
power on the earth. Does it always operate in righteousness? Does it ever 
condemn the saint and pronounce the sinner innocent? It is passing strange 
that men should revel in slander and misrepresentation of their fellow- men. 
Yet, such is too often the case. Why should this be? A man of honor will 
sacrifice his life before he will betray his friend or turn from his principles! 
It is written, They all look to their own way, every one for his gain, from 
his quarter.” This is the secret of the opposition experienced by the Latter- 
day Saints from the press. This is the reason why Editors are so prone, occa- 
sionally, to misrepresent us, to propagate falsehood, pervert the truth, villify 
and condemn an honest people, and sympathize with their persecutors. To- 
day, however, there is more liberality manifested towards us than at any time 
since the organization of our Church, which took place April 6, 1830. 


It is well for us to appreciate this favorable change, and to accept of courte- 
sies extended. Very impartial notices of Conferences held in different parts 
of the Mission often appear in the columns of our non- Mormon contentporaries. 
They have also published communications and sermons touching oelestial 
marriage. It would be well to furnish their offices with the MILLENNIAL STaR 
from time to time. It would most assuredly be productive of good results. 
It is for us to inform mankind of the progress we are making. Especially 
those persons who are measurably creating and controlling public opinion. To 
take every advantage of opportunities that are daily presented, for the disse- 
mination of the principles of the Gospel.

The heart shall be rich in knowledge. 

Loan the Star to your neighbors—and 
let them read the Journal of Discourses. Words fitly printed are like morning 
dews, and the rays of the sun at noontide.

AT SEA. 


Steamship Wyoming, Off Queenstown, 
4.30 p.m., May 13, 1875. 
Prest. Joseph F. Smith. 

Dear Brother,—Being desirous to 
keep you posted as to the welfare of 
the company of Saints in our charge, 
we send you a few lines from this place. 
At 2.40 p.m. yesterday on bidding 
adieu to our kind brethren and frends, 
we steamed down the Mersey and soon 
found ourselves gliding through the 


water finely. Before reaching Holy- |. 


head, a head wind sprung up, causing 
a heavy swell, which continued until 
about 12 midnight. Shortly after a 
heavy fog settled down and has con- 
tinued so far all day, in consequence 
of which the pilot, Mr. Jones, sailed 
very cautiously down the channel, 
causing some delay in our arrival here, 
as it was anticipated to arrive at about 
12 orl p.m. Caution in dangerous 
places is very commendable. o are 
ahead of the national steamer Egypt, 
which sailed a short time after us from 
Liverpool. 

At 8 o’clock last evening we called 
the Saints together, and after laying 
before them our wishes as to their 
course of procedure for their welfare 
while on the journey, we organized 
into two wards, appointing Elder 
Daniel Lloyd as President of the 
first, and Elder James Storey as Pre- 
sident of the second ward. We also 
appointed Elder Frederick Bower as 
captain of the guard, all of whom 
were unanimously accepted by the 
Saints, who seem willing to make our 
journey agreeable. e have also 
appointed to meet for prayers at 7 
a.m. and 8 p.m. each day. 

This morning in meeting with the 
Saints we found a few somewhat sea- 
sick and not able to attend prayers, 
but all are very well situated, and feel 
well in spirits, and we have no doubt 
they will feel better in health, as they 
so express themselves, only being too

We received brother Burnett’s letter 
on yesterday enclosed in a large enve- 
lope with On Her Majesty's Service” 
printed, and from wreck of Schiller“ 
written thereon. With emotion and 
deep sympathy for suffering humanit 
we look upon this letter saturated wit 
sea-water brought us from that ill-fated 
ship which left New York on the 27th 
of April, under the command of Cap- 
tain Thomas, having on board 254 
passengers and 101 officers and men. 

The splendid mail steamer Schiller 
belonging to the Eagle Line of mai 
ships plying between New York and 
Hamburg, went ashore on one of the 
Scilly Isles, on Friday night, the 7th 
inst., and 312 persons out of a total 
of 355 on board were drowned. The 
dreadful scene cannot be described. 
There were about 103 women on board 
and only one saved—Christine Joens— 
all the little children were lost—their 
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shrieks were heartrending to hear. “ 

Captain Thomas, 35 years old, an 
experienced sailor, having been on the 
‘6 bridge” for the five preceding nights, 
through stress of weather, like a brave 
man remained at his post to the last, 
and perished with his people.
